Death of a Remarkable 
Centenarian. 

Mrs. Betsey Averill, Paid to be the 
oldest person In Connecticut, as well 
as the oldest pensioner in the United 
States, died at her home New Preston 
in that State, on the 16th of January, 
aged 103 years, 8 months and 11 days 
She was born in Soiuhbary, Conn., on 
the 5th of May, 1787, and was a rela- 
tive of Mr. W. H. Averill and Miss 
Lou. Averill, of this city, and Mr. M. 
D. Averill, of this county. Her hus- 
band died in 1861, their wedded life 
lasted about 49 years. They had five 
children, only two of whom are now 
living, a son 72 years old, and a 
daughter 66. She left sixteen grand 
children twenty-seven great-grand 
children, and one great-great-grand- 
child. She joined the Congregational 
Church when 21 years of age, and 
was an active worker in the church, 
Sunday-school, and in every tem- 
perance movement the rest of her 
life. She could hear and understand 
ordinary conversation, could read 
good print in clear weather, and 
moved about quite readily in the 
bouse and out of doors up to the 
time of her death -her memory 
being clear to the last Up to the time 
when she was stricken with her last 
illness, which continued some two 
•weeks, her son said he did not re- 
member the time before when she 
was not able to rise in the morning, 
attend to her room and clothing, 
and walk out to breakfast with the 
family— nearly seventy years of per- 
fect health.

Mr. Oustavus Talbott, one of the 
oldest citizens of this county, died at 
his home nearStedmantown.on Wed- 
nesday afternoon, about 4 o'clock, af- 
ter an illness of nearly four months 
with heart disease, in the eightieth 
year of his age. No man stood high- 
er in the community in which he 
lived than did Mr Talbott. The soul 
of honesty, a model farmer, a gentle- 
man of the old school, he held the 
respect and esteem of all who knew 
him, and went to his grave lamented 
by his neighbors and a large circle 
of relatives and friends. 

He leaves a widow and two sons— 
Dr. John Talbott, of Hutchison Sta- 
tion, Bourbon county, and Dr. Ac- 
quilla Talbutt, of Lexington -and 
five grandchildren to mourn his loss. 

The funeral took place yesterday 
morning at 11 o'clock from the Metho- 
dist Church, in this city, of which 
he had long been a member, the ser- 
vices being conducted by Rev. H. Q. 
Henderson, and the remains were 
laid to rest in the cemetery.
